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Driver, 40, admits to 

horrific hit-and-run

A FATHER-of-two has pleaded guilty to 
a hit-and-run collision which left a local 
footballer needing both his legs ampu¬ 
tated from the knee down. 

Jan Adamec, 40, admitted two counts 
of causing serious injury by dangerous 
driving when he appeared via video link 
from Bedford Prison at Cambridge Crown 
Court on Monday morning. 

He wore a dark grey T-shirt and blue 
jeans and spoke only to confirm his name 
and enter his pleas. 

Adamec had previously pleaded not 
guilty to the charges at an earlier hearing 
at Peterborough Magistrates’ Court. 

The chef, from Haverhill, will remain in 
custody until September 9 when he will 
be sentenced. 

Judge Jonathan Haworth said: “I’m 
worried that in a case as serious as this 
we can’t proceed without a pre-sentence 
report.” He adjourned the sentencing for 
that report to be produced. 

Adamec crashed his grey Ford Focus 
into Shaun Whiter and Joey Abbs’ station¬ 
ary vehicles in Dullingham Road, near 
Newmarket, on July 1. 

The court heard that friends Mr Whiter 
and Mr Abbs had stopped to change a tyre

on the rural single carriageway when the 
collision happened. 

The two men, who play for Newmar¬ 
ket Town Football Club and Soham Town 
Rangers respectively, suffered serious in¬ 
juries and were taken to Addenbrooke’s. 

Mr Whiter, who had been wearing a 
high-visibility jacket, had to have both his 
legs amputated from below the knee after 


he was pinned against his car during the 
crash, and Mr Abbs sustained serious in¬ 
juries to his left leg. 

The crash led to a public appeal for the 
driver to come forward. Many members 
of the public have been impressed by Mr 
Winter’s resilience and positive attitude. 

A fundraising campaign has been 
launched by Mr Winter's fiancee, Char¬ 
lotte Way, with the aim of raising £120,000 
to help him walk down the aisle at their 
wedding. 

So far, more than £80,000 has been 
raised - vital funds which will help Mr 
Whiter purchase modifications for his 
home as well as help pay for his aftercare.

Tributes paid 
to crash victim 


TRIBUTES have been paid to 
a young man who was killed 
in a tragic collision on the 
A10. 

John Froggett, 24, of Teal 
Avenue, Soham, died when 
the blue Mazda he was driv¬ 
ing was involved in a colli¬ 
sion with a black Volvo V50 
on the A10 at Stretham at 
around 1.30pm last Tuesday. 

Mr Froggett was pro¬ 
nounced dead at the scene. 
The driver of the Volvo, a 
man in his 40s, sustained 
minor injuries. 

The Ely News understands 
Mr Froggett was from Cot- 
tenham and that he had 
moved to Soham with his 
girlfriend only recently. 
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A spokeswoman for Cot- 
tenham Cutz and Beauty 
said: “John was such a lovely, 
bubbly lad who was taken 
too soon. He will be missed 
by many and our thoughts 
go out to his family.” 

Many people have paid 
tribute to Mr Froggett on 
social media. Arran Spencer 
wrote: “RIP Froggett. Taken 
far too early in life. 

“Thoughts are with his 
friends and family.” 

Amanda Abbs said the 
news was so sad, adding that 


her thoughts and prayers 
were with John’s family. 

Carolann Loveridge said: 
“RIP John, can’t believe you 
have been taken. 

“You just don’t think that 
it will happen to anyone you 
know.” 

Police are urging anyone 
who witnessed the collision 
- or who has any informa¬ 
tion-to call 101. 

Acting Traffic Sergeant Bo¬ 
ris Kahn said: “This is a tragic 
incident where a young man 
has lost his life. 

“We believe a number of 
vehicles passed the collision 
moments after it happened 
and ask that those drivers get 
in touch.”

Firm wins 
contract for 
Ely bypass 

HERTFORDSHIRE-based 
company VolkerFitzpatrick has 
won the £35 million contract to 
build Ely's southern bypass. 

The firm will be responsible 
for constructing the new 1.7km 
long single carriageway road, 
which includes a 500m-long 
viaduct crossing of the River 
Great Ouse - and a separate 
bridge over a railway line. 

The new route will leave the 
A142 Stuntney Causeway to the 
south-east of Ely, before re¬ 
joining the existing A142 at a 
new roundabout on Angel Drove. 

Detailed design work on the 
two-year contract will now get 
under way with the aim of work 
starting on site at the start of 
2017. 

With more than 700 
employees, VolkerFitzpatrick 
is one of the UK's largest 
construction companies. 

The firm is also building the 
£50 million new station to serve 
the Cambridge Science Park. 

As far as funding is concerned, 
the Department of Transport 
has agreed to put £16 million 
towards the bypass. The rest of 
the funding is being provided by 
the county council, Network Rail 
LEP, and East Cambridgeshire 
District Council community 
infrastructure levy receipts.

Speak up over 
hospital MIU 


A PUBLIC meeting is being 
held in Ely next week to en¬ 
able residents and organisa¬ 
tions to speak up about local 
minor injury unit (MIU) and 
outpatient services. 

The meeting, organised 
by the Cambridgeshire and 
Peterborough Clinical Com¬ 
missioning Group (CCG), is 
at The Makings on Tuesday, 
August 16. 

It comes after a report 
written by the CCG was 
leaked by a whistleblower to 
North East Cambs MP Steve 
Barclay. 

As reported, the document 
says that “based on the cur¬ 
rent financial position it is 
the only realistic option” to 
close the MIU at Ely’s Prin¬ 
cess of Wales Hospital - as 
well as the MIUs at Dodding- 
ton and Wisbech hospitals. 

Mr Barclay said the move 
was “misleading at best and 
dishonest at worse” as the 
CCG said there would be a 
public consultation yet the 
internal report suggests clo¬ 
sure was the only option. 

The CCG insists it is look¬ 
ing at “a number of options”, 
that a review is under way 
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and that no decision to close 
any of the units has been 
made. 

The news triggered local 
resident Emma Watson to set 
up an online petition in a bid 
to save the MIUs from clos¬ 
ing, and by the time the Ely 
News went to print this week, 
more than 3,930 people had 
signed it. 

A spokeswoman for the 
CCG said: “As part of our 
Vanguard work, we had to 
review all our urgent and 
emergency care facilities, in¬ 
cluding the MIUs. 

“The review highlighted 
that the three MIUs in the 
Cambridgeshire Fens do not 
meet national quality stand¬ 
ards. 

“No decisions have been 
made about the future of 
these services and we are 
looking at a number of op¬ 
tions for urgent and mi¬ 
nor injury services in East 
Cambs and Fenland. 

“We need to think about 
how we can provide all these 


services in a safe, high qual¬ 
ity way - and for this we need 
your help. 

“The CCG is also look¬ 
ing for a new provider to 
take on outpatient services 
in the area from April 2017, 
following Cambridgeshire 
Community Services having 
given notice in May 2015. 

“Working alongside local 
hospitals and other care pro¬ 
viders, the CCG is looking at 
how outpatient services may 
better serve local residents, 
as part of the sustainability 
and transformation plan, to 
ensure the best overall care 
for patients. 

“We know how valued and 
important these services are 
to local people and we re¬ 
main committed to engag¬ 
ing with staff, clinicians, pa¬ 
tients, public and partners as 
we develop our thinking. All 
of this work is still at an early 
stage.” 

The meeting starts at 
6.30pm and all are welcome.

Rice wine 
brewery plan 
a first for UK 

A JAPANESE family who have 
been producing rice wine for 200 
years are setting up the UK's first 
sake brewery. 

The Dojima company is 
investing £9 million after buying 
Fordham Abbey Estate, where it 
will also build an education and 
visitor centre. 

The major scheme is a first for 
the UK and will create around 
100 jobs over five years. 

The Hashimoto family said 
they chose the site as it was 
close to where one of their 
children attends school. 

The family, who own Dojima, 
were supported by both UK 
Trade and Investment (UKTI), 
and the Japanese Government, 
when they announced plans to 
begin brewing in the UK. 

In March last year, they paid 
more than £3 million for the 
Fordham Estate, which consists 
of a Georgian manor and more 
than 200 acres of land. 

A planning application for 
the new brewery in the grounds 
of the estate was approved by 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council's planning committee 
last Wednesday. 

The company hopes its first 
sake - a wine made from water 
and fermented rice - will be 
ready in around a year's time.

Homes plans 
a step closer 


CONTENTIOUS plans to 
build 11 new homes in Ely’s 
conservation area have 
moved a step closer. 

It was in December that 
bosses at East Cambridgesh¬ 
ire District Council applied 
- to themselves - to build a 
terrace of six town houses 
and five apartments on an 
area of the long-stay car park 
in Barton Road. 

The council plans to deliv¬ 
er the development through 
its Local Authority Trading 
Company and says building 
the new homes is a good way 
of “raising income through 
the use of under-utilised 
land”. 

But the scheme has proved 
to be controversial, attract¬ 
ing more than 150 letters of 
objection, including the City 
of Ely Council - and criticism 
from the district council’s 
conservation officers. 

Despite concerns about 
the loss of both car and 
coach parking spaces, the 
impact the development 
will have on the conserva¬ 
tion area and views of Ely 
Cathedral, and the scale of 
the properties, the council’s

planning committee voted 
by a majority to approve the 
scheme last Wednesday. 

Planning officer Andrew 
Phillips, who recommended 
approval of the proposals, 
said: “The development will 
have a negative impact on 
the amount of parking space 
in Ely and this is likely to lead 
to minor harm to the eco¬ 
nomic output of Ely. 

“However, even with the 
combined harm to the set¬ 
tings of the listed buildings/ 
conservation area, the level 
of harm is considered to be 
less than substantial and it 
would not significantly out¬ 
weigh the benefits of new 
dwellings.” 

Local residents Michelle 
Wolfe and Lesley Bishop 
spoke out against the plans 
at the meeting. 

But the only committee 
members who voted to re¬ 
fuse the plans were Cllrs 
Derrick Beckett (Independ¬ 
ent) and Sue Austen (Liberal 
Democrat). 


Cllr Beckett said: “We 
should be weighing up the 
community benefits and the 
community blights from this 
development going ahead, 
and I am certain the nega¬ 
tives outweigh the positives. 

“The properties are over¬ 
powering and out-of-char¬ 
acter with the area. As a 
council, we keep promoting 
the fact we have free parking 
yet approving these plans 
would be getting rid of park¬ 
ing spaces.” 

Cllr Tom Hunt (Conserva¬ 
tive) proposed a motion that 
the plans were approved, 
saying: “We have a duty to 
provide local people with 
new homes and I think the 
design of this development 
is great. Surely new homes in 
our city centre is a benefit to 
the local community?” 

Because the plans have 
been submitted by the coun¬ 
cil, it will be the Secretary of 
State who will have the final 
say.

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Meeting was 
depressing 

THE public voice was ignored once 
again as the council's proposal to 
build on the cathedral car park 
was approved by four votes to two 
in a very low quality debate on 
Wednesday. 

The low quality was created by 
the fact that none of the councillors 
seemed to be in any way aware of 
what a busy part of the city Barton 
Road is; everyone seemed to think 
that it was a rather quaint mid-20th 
century village road with a nice 
view of the cathedral and St Mary's 
Church. 

Councillor Hunt was the only one 
to speak with any passion when he 
declared that young people needed 
affordable housing, and he is right. 

Of course, since Ely is such a HUGE 
metropolis, there is no other land 
to the north, south, east or west of 
Ely that can be developed for young 
people who WOULD NOT MIND 
where accommodation could be 
made available as long as there is 
something. Of course the council is 
obliged to find space to build such 
housing, but NOT IN BARTON 
ROAD. 

Opponents of the proposal had 
done no practical research on how 
busy the area on and around the car 
park is every day. They were unaware 
that some 400 cars deposit King's 
School pupils there every morning 

- it's not the car park space that is 
important - it's having a safe spot to 
stop, drop the children, turn round 
and go back home (often to outlying 
villages). (Someone was daft enough 
to ask if the huge number of coaches 
that drop off the important visitors 
could phone in and arrange a queue 

- of course the council is awash with 
money to pay for someone to sit and 
answer these calls!) 

We know with the new proposal 
that if there is more than one 
coach, they can't turn around; last 
Saturday there were four coaches. 
King's hires at least three coaches 
every Wednesday afternoon to take 
students away to other schools for 
sporting activities. And so on and so 
on. 

Barton Road provides the only free 
long term parking facility in Ely, so the 
Thursday and Saturday traders can 
stay all day - where will they go after 
this - another town I reckon. Where 
will the (really quite aged on average) 
"footfallers" get off their coaches? 

The Gallery? Won't that create a 
wonderful atmosphere at The Lamb 
Hotel traffic lights as the coach drivers 
try to turn right. 

Ah, we could all go on and on. 
Councillor Hunt should have told us 
where else he and his colleagues had 
looked for other developments. If he 
had been able to say something like, 

"I have been all around Ely searching 
for suitable land for the people we 
need to build accommodation for, 
and - hand on heart - this is the only 
feasible location," then he would 
have been due some respect, but 
it was poor "debating" for him to 
simply trot out what is, essentially, 
an easy set of party line phrases. His 
opponents could have done so much 
better had they done their research, 
and argued with more passion (or did 
they know they were going to lose 
prior to the meeting?) 


Next, the proposal will go to the 
Secretary of State, who of course 
knows the centre of Ely intimately, 
and will make a decision based on 
such local knowledge. Decisions 
made by those not in the know. The 
first time to attend a district council 
meeting was a thoroughly depressing 
experience all round.

Concerns must 
be understood 

ECDC's Planning Committee 
approved the council's Barton Road 
car park housing development at 
Wednesday's meeting. 

This happened in spite of 
opposition from Ely Town Council, 


council conservation officer, many 
residents and other interested parties. 

The way it was approved raises 
fundamental questions about the 
legitimacy of decision-making on 
planning matters affecting Ely. It asks 
the question "who represents Ely?" 

The argument made at planning 
that "Ely needs more homes," is 
irrelevant in the face of the 3,000 
homes planned in North Ely, and the 
prospect of "affordable housing" is 
negligible. 

Cllr James Palmer, the leader 
of ECDC, calls it a "new kind of 
venture." However, what sort of 
venture is it that will negatively 
impact on tourism and longer-term 
economic benefit to Ely? 

When more parking spaces 
are required, what is the sense in 
decreasing them? 

ECDC should be encouraging more 
tourism to Ely by increasing facilities 


for coaches and buses rather than 
restricting them at a major logistic 
point in central Ely. The overriding 
priority of ECDC should be to 
conserve historic Ely and to ensure 
decision making places the centre 
of Ely at best possible economic 
advantage. 

Financing projects in 'new' Ely 
to the detriment of other parts of 
Ely, is not only bad planning, it is 
bad politics. This decision reflects 
badly on ECDC and suggests that 
the current framework is not fit 
for purpose! If democracy is to be 
served at all - and the beauty of Ely 
conserved for future generations - 
then decisions such as Wednesday's 
should not be considered acceptable 
practice. 

Cllr Palmer is surprised at what he 
perceives as overreaction. However, 
local politics has always been thus. 
Understanding the underlying 
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concerns and issues is key to 
governing with the support of voters 
and not against the will of the people.

As if this isn't bad enough, the 
county council blew more than £200 
million replacing street lights when 
possibly modifying the bulb fixtures 
would have sufficed. What was the 
point because lights are turned off 
almost as soon as darkness falls near 
me in Soham.

We must work 
with nature 

THERE are many theories to why 
bees are disappearing. 

The 'Chemicals' have blamed 
mites as a reason for bee deaths. 
Interestingly and worryingly bee 
colony losses are occurring during 
the spring and summer months as 
well as the winter, suggesting that 
something else is going on - bees 
may be the canary in the coalmine 
of bigger environmental problems. 
One in three bites of food we eat 


is directly or indirectly pollinated 
by bees. Pesticide exposure is a 
likely factor. Neonicotinoids have 
been increasingly blamed for bee 
deaths and were implicated in the 
2013 mass bee die-off of 25,000 
bumblebees along with millions 
of bee deaths in Canada. An 
independent review by 29 scientists 
with the International Union for 
the Conservation of Nature (which 
looked at 800 studies) found 
neonicotinoids are gravely harming 
bees. Another glaring problem is 
the vast amounts of land growing 
one type of crop on a massive scale. 
Not only does this do away with 
natural food sources - it exposes 
them to increased risks. GM corn 
is the epitome of monoculture and 
the vast majority is treated with 
neonicotinoids like clothianidin 
or thiamethoxam. Glyphosate, 
the active ingredient in Roundup 
herbicide may also play a role in 
bee's deaths. Glyphosate is a very 
strong hormone disrupter. And in 
all likelihood, it's not one or two 
chemicals that are the problem but 
many. 

The orchard at the bottom of our 
garden has very little fruit growing 
this year and its owner is convinced 
that it has something to do with 
the oil seed rape sprayed with 
neonicotinoids at the bottom of the 
hill. The chemicals are no longer 
working. An article by a farmer in 
the Farmer's Weekly a few weeks 
ago stated very clearly just that. 
Instead of campaigning for more and 
stronger chemicals we need to revert 
back to a system that works with 
nature instead of against it.

Colleagues to 
take part in 
charity skydive

WORK colleagues are taking to the skies on 
Friday to raise funds for a charity close to 
their hearts. 

Around 20 members of Network Rail staff 
at the Ely depot are to do a tandem skydive 
in aid of the St Thomas’ Lupus Trust. 

Marcela Sands, who works at the depot, 
was diagnosed with lupus last August. 

Oliver Hudson, one of those taking part, 
said: “Lupus is an incurable immune sys¬ 
tem illness which can affect any part of the 
body, which makes it incredibly dangerous. 
Lupus can produce many symptoms which 
local doctors often fail to recognise. 

“While going undiagnosed, major organs 
can be irreversibly damaged. Principally 
the organs mainly affected are the kidneys 
and the skin but it can also affect the lungs, 
heart and brain. 

“There are two major symptoms that are 


usually present with lupus, these are joint 
and muscular pain and extreme tiredness 
that just won’t go away no matter how 
much rest you get. 

“The difficult part is that people with lu¬ 
pus can differ greatly in the symptoms they 
get and how much they suffer. 

“Other symptoms can be rashes, fever, 
headaches, hair loss, depression and anae¬ 
mia. It is hard to diagnose as the symptoms 
that people receive are very often confused 
with other illnesses, for example, leukae¬ 
mia, muscular dystrophy and multiple 
sclerosis. 

“After watching Marcela suffer, we decid¬ 
ed to see if we could do our bit to help fund 
more research and raise awareness.” 

The trust is dedicated to raising funds 
to support the pioneering work of the lu¬ 
pus research team and the patient unit at 
St Thomas’ Hospital. The group has raised 
more than £5,800 so far.

How Glasswells came of age in 1990s 


AS we continue to narrate the his¬ 
tory of Glasswells, our focus now 
falls upon the 1990s. 

Although by the early 90s the 
company had a total of 16,000 sq.ft, 
between St Andrews Street and 
Brentgovel Street branches, they 
realised this was no longer enough. 
The public were demanding bigger 
and better furniture displays, and 
more parking. A changing market¬ 
place also saw more names appear¬ 
ing on the scene and Glasswells’ 
market share falling. 

In 1990 the management team 
took a long hard look at the situa¬ 
tion and concluded it was time for 
a change. Substantial residential 
development in the borough con¬ 
vinced Leslie and Paul they needed 
to move to an edge-of-town loca¬ 


tion. They had the advantage of 
owning most of their own proper¬ 
ty, so the idea of becoming a tenant 
did not appeal. 

In early 1992, Glasswells had the 
opportunity to acquire the 4.5-acre 
site and 34,000sq.ft. former Fiat 
buildings off Newmarket Road, 
with masses of space for further 
expansion. The purchase was com¬ 
pleted by July, although develop¬ 
ment needed considerable thought 
as they planned to open within just 
ten weeks. Architect Ray Durrant 
was engaged and contracts placed 
with constructors W.J.Baker, who 
completed on time. The store was 
further extended in 1995. 

“We succeeded in creating a large 
store where customers can see dis¬ 
plays of furnishings as they might

look at home,” recollects Leslie. 
“We also added complementary de¬ 
partments and an in-store restau¬ 
rant called The Place to Eat, which 
became integral to its success.” 

From a bespoke entrance carpet 
to specially textured ceilings, no 
stone was left unturned in provid¬ 
ing customers with the ultimate 
shopping experience. However its 
continuing success combined with 
business generated by the newer 
Martlesham Heath ‘World of Fur¬ 
niture’ along with four further re¬ 
gional high street stores meant that 
by the late 90s the Tollgate Ware¬ 
house was bursting at the seams. 

The decision was made to build 
a new £1.5m storage facility on a 


4.5-acre site on Suffolk Business 
Park at Moreton Hall in Bury. The 
new 40,000sq.ft. warehouse would 
have scope for expansion and 
would replace the old Fornham 
Road warehouse which was built 
in 1956 and gradually extended 
until it reached its maximum 
30.000sq.ft. capacity.

Have your say 
on devolution 


RESIDENTS, businesses 
and organisations in the Ely 
area have less than a fort¬ 
night left to have their say 
on the proposed devolution 
deal for Cambridgeshire. 

The proposal for Cam¬ 
bridgeshire and Peterbor¬ 
ough includes forming a 
‘combined authority’ that 
would include East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Coun¬ 
cil, Peterborough City 
Council, Cambridgeshire 
County Council, Fenland 
District Council, Hunting¬ 
donshire District Coun¬ 
cil, South Cambridgeshire 
District Council, Cam¬ 
bridge City Council and the 
Greater Cambridge Greater 
Peterborough Local Enter¬ 
prise Partnership. 

As reported, the bid in¬ 
cludes a new £20 million 
annual fund for the next 
30 years (£600 million) to 
support economic growth, 
development of local in¬ 
frastructure and jobs, and 
£170 million for affordable 
housing, including £100 
million for affordable, rent 
and shared ownership. 

The bid also includes

transport infrastructure 
improvements, such as 
A14/A142 junction and up¬ 
grades to the A10 and the 
A47 as well as Ely North 
Junction, rail improve¬ 
ments, including a new sta¬ 
tion at Soham, a local inte¬ 
grated job service working 
alongside the Department 
of Work and Pensions, and 
plans to integrate local 
health and social care re¬ 
sources to provide better 
outcomes for residents. 

Jo Brooks, director of 
operations at East Cambs 
District Council, said: 
“Government says in order 
to secure a devolution deal, 
and the decision making 
powers and funding that 
come with it, there must be 
a combined local author¬ 
ity with a single person in 
charge, usually referred to 
as a mayor. 

“The combined author¬ 
ity would mean a sharing 
of certain powers to make 
sure decisions benefitted 


the whole area and how this 
is governed would be up to 
the authorities set out in 
the deal. 

“All the councils would 
keep their sovereignty and 
continue to deliver services 
for residents as we do cur¬ 
rently - even if we are part 
of a combined authority.” 

Ely businessman Peter 
Dawe was the first person 
to announce that he would 
stand for the mayoral role if 
the deal goes ahead. 

The consultation ends 
on Tuesday, August 23. Re¬ 
sponses will be reviewed 
and each council will then 
have to formally agree the 
deal later this year. This 
means the Government 
could give final approval to 
a deal before the end of the 
year.

MEET Frances Gillett, the Ely res¬ 
ident with Down’s syndrome who 
is the oldest British woman with 
the condition. 

When she was born in 1941, the 
average life expectancy for some¬ 
one with the syndrome was the 
mid-20s. 

But Frances - who has also sur¬ 
vived breast cancer and tuber¬ 
culosis - has just celebrated her 
75th birthday 

Holly Cottage in Ely, the resi¬ 
dential care home where Frances 
lives, threw her a surprise party 
with family and friends at Little 
Downham Village Hall to mark 
her special day. 

Wayne Bent, part owner of Hol¬ 
ly Cottage, said: “Frances is really 
and truly amazing, and over the 
years she has become more than 
a resident; she is like family. 

“Years ago, there was zero 
expectancy for someone with 
Down’s syndrome to live such a 
long life, so for her to celebrate 
her 75th birthday is wonderful.” 

Frances is only a few months 
younger than Dollie Grissom, 
from Oklahoma, in the USA, who 
is the oldest woman alive with 
Down’s syndrome. 

She reached her 75th birthday

in February. 

Frances lived with her parents 
in Soham until 20 years ago, when 
she moved into the residential 
home. 

Twelve years ago, she stunned 
doctors by beating breast cancer, 
and has now made a full recovery. 

Frances also had tuberculosis 
around 10 years ago, but fought 
that off too. 

The life expectancy for some¬ 
one with Down’s has increased 
hugely since 1910, when some¬ 
one with the condition would 
usually only live to the age of 10. 

Now the life expectancy is 50 to 
60 years old.

Rural crime up 
by almost 30% 


RURAL crime has rocketed 
by nearly a third in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire - but police are 
confident a new team will 
fight back against increas¬ 
ingly high-tech criminals. 

New figures released by 
rural insurer NFU Mutual 
show a 28 per cent increase 
in countryside crime in the 
county. 

The firm claims thefts 
from farms and rural com¬ 
munities now cost Cam¬ 
bridgeshire £1.9 million 
a year, with the firm also 
highlighting a trend towards 
more high-tech crimes. 

James Skelton, NFU Mu¬ 
tual senior agent in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire, said: “Rural 
thieves are becoming in¬ 
creasingly sophisticated and 
using computers rather than 
bolt cutters to steal from 
farms and country proper¬ 
ties. 

“Farmers and police have 
been working hard to adopt 
high-tech security meas¬ 
ures to tackle the problems, 
which now include cloning

tractor identities, advertis¬ 
ing non-existent machinery 
in agricultural publications 
and stealing the GPS self¬ 
steering systems, which are 
a key part of modern farm¬ 
ing.” 

There has been a shift in 
the items being targeted at 
rural homes as well. In the 
latest survey of NFU Mu¬ 
tual’s agency network, the 
theft of garden equipment 
was cited as the fastest grow¬ 
ing trend, along with 4x4s. 

The survey also revealed 
social media was now the 
main resource for sharing 
information about crime in 
rural communities and was 
a valuable tool - not only in 
the prevention of crime, but 
also for catching criminals 
and returning goods. 

Earlier this year, Cam¬ 
bridgeshire Police re¬ 
formed a specialist unit 
focusing on rural crime, in 


a bid to clamp down of a 
rise in countryside offences 
such as hare coursing and 
tractor theft. 

A force spokesperson said: 
“The impact of rural crime 
can be devastating for lo¬ 
cal communities. In April, 
we re-launched the Rural 
Crime Action Team in re¬ 
sponse to the rising cost of 
rural crime and concerns 
from local people. The data 
in this report relates to a 
time period before the team 
was reformed. 

“We now have a dedicated 
team of officers using spe¬ 
cialist knowledge to combat 
rural crime in all its forms, 
including hare coursing and 
poaching, theft and heritage 
crime. Our goals are sim¬ 
ple; we want to reduce rural 
crime and let those in the 
community know that we 
are behind them.”

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Five top tips for painting floorboards 



PERIOD floorboards often have 
modern boards mixed in where 
repairs have been done over the 
years, or you may need to patch 
in new boards to replace dam¬ 
aged ones if you’re uncovering the 
boards for the first time. 

Painting the boards can make it 
easier to disguise new ones than 
with wood stain or varnish, al¬ 
though there may be a noticeable 
difference in the wood grain be¬ 
tween old and new. 

As long as the boards are in good 
condition, you should be able to 
use a wood scraper, sandpaper 
and a handheld electric sander 
to clean them off and make them 
smooth. 

Remember to bang down any 
protruding nails with a nail punch 
and hammer - using a nail punch 
stops you damaging the boards 
with the hammer. 

Boards in a worse state will need 
to be sanded with an industrial 
floor sander. Hiring a sander - 
and an edger for where the sander 
can’t reach - isn’t particularly ex¬ 
pensive, but it’s hot, hard and 
dusty work. 

Afterwards, you may feel that as 
you’ve gone to all that effort, it’s a 
shame to cover the newly sanded 
boards with paint. 

It’s important to clean the sand¬ 
ed boards thoroughly to get the 
best finish. 

Vacuuming them only goes so 
far - wipe them over after vacuum-

ing, ideally with methylated spirits 
(or turps or white spirit), to remove 
any remaining sanding dust. 

Cleaning the boards between 
coats of paint may also be nec¬ 
essary. To clean out the gaps be¬ 
tween the boards, run a knitting 
needle, butter knife or screwdriv¬ 
er down them. 

Newer boards may contain 
resinous knots, which will need 
to be sealed with knotting solu¬ 
tion to prevent the resin bleeding 
through and spoiling the paint. 

Alternatively, you can use Ron- 
seal Knot Block Wood Primer & 
Undercoat (from £7.98 for 250ml, 
B&Q), which seals the knots, 
primes and undercoats in one, 
saving you time and effort. 

You ’ll need to apply wood 
primer/undercoat to all the 
boards - try diluting the first coat 
with about 10% of white spirit so it 
penetrates the wood better. 

After starting to paint the 
boards, you may find that yellow 
patches appear. If normal paint 
won’t cover them, use a stain- 
block paint - Polycell One Coat 
Stain Stop aerosol (£5.50, Tesco 
Direct) dries much quicker than 
most stain blocks. 

If you need to use the room 
again soon, a quick-drying floor¬ 
board paint - water-based ones 
dry fastest - is your best bet. 


However, if you can close the 
door and wait some time for the 
floor to dry, a solvent-based paint 
may be more durable long term 


and should require fewer coats. 

You ’ll have to do several coats 
of water-based white floorboard 
paint, for example, to avoid a 


patchy finish. Water-based white 
paint shouldn’t yellow over time, 
but a solvent-based white prob¬ 
ably will.

Your Guide to Moving Home 

Moving home can be a complicated business and in the hectic run up to the big day it is all too easy to forget something vital. 
The team offers their readers this handy checklist to help avoid any major pitfalls.

4-2 WEEKS TO GO: 


U Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings. Now is a good time to de-clutter and 
pack items rarely used. Make sure you have plenty 
of sturdy boxes, bubble wrap and sticky tape. 

d Removal companies - get estimates from removal 
companies, checking that comprehensive insurance 
cover is available against damage or loss. Is there a 
packing and unpacking service? Confirm the date 
of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

d Insurance - check on your home contents 

insurance policies to ensure that you are covered 
for the move, and covered at your new address. 

d Utilities - make arrangements for your gas and 
electricity meters (plus water meters where 
relevant) to be read and all your appliances to be 
disconnected on the day of your move. Arrange to 
take over gas and electricity at your new address, 
and make sure that all appliances will be properly 
fitted, plumbed or connected. 

d Telecommunications - Notify your telephone and 
broadband provider and ask them to make the 
necessary arrangements for a final account at your 
present address, and for taking over or installing 
telephone and broadband facilities at your new home. 

d Post - Look into re-directing your post for a few 
months to make sure you receive all relevant 
correspondence. 

d Children - Look into the possibility of your 
children, especially young children, staying with 
family or friends on the day of the move. 

d Pets - Make arrangements for any pets to be 
booked into a cattery or kennels if required. Having 
your pets microchipped is a good idea and if 
already microchipped, have the address changed 
to your new one. Your vet can advise on this.

FINDING DORY (U) 

DORY (Ellen DeGeneres) is the next-shell 
neighbour of Marlin (Albert Brooks) and 
his young son, Nemo (Hayden Rolence) 
on the Great Barrier Reef. 

During a field trip to witness the 
stingray migration, the loveable blue 
tang experiences a rush of fragmented 
memories of her parents Charlie (Eugene 
Levy) and Jenny (Diane Keaton). “I miss 
'em”, Dory tells Marlin, and the plucky 
fishes embark on an epic quest to 
California to reunite the forgetful daughter 
with her loved ones. 

Initially, the travellers ride strong 
currents with sea turtle Crush (Andrew 
Stanton) and his bodacious brethren, but 
when they eventually arrive at the Marine 
Life Institute, Dory is separated from her 
pals. 

She languishes in quarantine with 
a grouchy septopus called Hank (Ed 
O’Neill), who possesses remarkable 
powers of camouflage. Meanwhile, Marlin 
and Nemo abide by Dory’s mantra - ‘Just 
keeping swimming” - and enlist help from 
wise-cracking sea lions Fluke (Idris Elba) 
and Rudder (Dominic West), near-sighted 
whale shark Destiny (Kaitlin Olson) and 
a beluga whale called Bailey (Ty Burrell), 
who has lost his echo location as the 
result of a concussion. 

Finding Dory is the emotional and 
comical equal of its predecessor, dazzling 
the senses with stunningly realistic 
visuals and Thomas Newman’s buoyant 
orchestral score. ★★★★ 


JASON BOURNE (12A) 

JASON Bourne (Matt Damon) believes 
he knows how the US government 
moulded him into a trained killer as part 
of Operation Treadstone. He is living off 
the grid on the Greek-Albanian border and 
posing as a bare-knuckle brawler. 

Far away in Iceland, former contact 
Nicky Parsons (Julia Stiles) illegally 
accesses the CIA mainframe to download 
confidential files about Bourne’s former 
life as David Webb. She discovers a 
shocking secret and resolves to share the 
data with the elusive operative. 

“We’ve just been hacked. Could be 
worse than Snowden,” agent Craig 
Jeffers (Ato Essandoh) informs his boss, 
CIA director Robert Dewey (Tommy Lee 
Jones), once the breach is detected. 

Ambitious protegee Heather Lee (Alicia 
Vikander) plants malware that allows her 
to covertly track Nicky’s movements. “I will 
deliver Parsons, the files and - if he’s out 
there - I will give you Bourne too,” Heather 
promises Dewey. She dispatches a hit 
man, codename Asset (Vincent Cassel), 
to neutralise the targets. 

Meanwhile, Dewey locks horns with 
technology guru Aaron Kalloor (Riz 
Ahmed) about invasions of privacy which 
allow the US government to spy on 
citizens. 

Jason Bourne is a deceptive slow 
burn for the opening half hour, but once 
the script lights the fuse on manifold 
deceptions, there’s little time to breathe 
between plot revelations and bloodthirsty 
retribution. ★★★★ 


THE BFG (PG) 

THE heroine is a precocious orphan 
called Sophie (Ruby Barnhill), who is 
snatched from her bed at the witching 
hour by a hooded 24-feet tall figure. 

The behemoth spirits the girl over 
verdant valleys and crashing seas to the 
rolling landscapes of Giant Country. “No 
such place!” Sophie defiantly informs her 
host, who introduces himself as the Big 
Friendly Giant (Mark Rylance). The BFG 
wouldn’t normally kidnap a chiddler, but 




he explains that he was fearful Sophie 
might cause a great rumpledumpus by 
yodelling the news that she had seen a 
giant. 

A tender and deeply touching friendship 
is forged between Sophie and her 
kind-hearted abductor, who exists on a 
diet of disgusterous snozzcumbers and is 
bullied by filthsome fellow giants including 
Fleshlumpeater (Jemaine Clement), 
Bloodbottler (Bill Hader), Maidmasher 
(Olafur Darri Olafsson) and Manhugger 
(Adam Godley). 

In order to rid Giant Country of these 
man-gobblers, Sophie hatches a 
harebrained scheme to visit The Queen 
(Penelope Wilton) at Buckingham Palace. 
The BFG joins her on this madcap quest, 
and his presence smacks the gobs of the 
assembled staff including the Queen’s 
dutiful maid Mary (Rebecca Hall) and 
head butler Mr Tibbs (Rate Spall). 

Directed with verve by Steven Spielberg, 
The BFG is a visually arresting ride that 
gently tugs heartstrings in between 
rollicking set pieces. ★★★★ 

STAR TREK BEYOND (12A) 

CAPTAIN James T Kirk (Chris Pine) is 
considering relinquishing the bridge 
because “things have started to feel a 
little... episodic”. 

He keeps his plans secret from the 
rest of the crew including human-Vulcan 
science officer Spook (Zachary Quinto), 
communications officer Uhura (Zoe 
Saldana), navigator Pavel Chekov (Anton 
Yelchin), chief engineer Montgomery Scott 
(Simon Pegg) and helmsman Sulu (John 
Cho). 

During a visit to a Federation starbase 
under the control of Commodore Paris 
(Shohreh Aghdashloo), an alien called 
Kalara (Lydia Wilson) issues a distress 
call to help recover her ship, which has 
crash-landed on a planet in a distant 
nebula. Kirk and the team respond and 
subsequently come under attack from 
an otherworldly despot called Krall (Idris 
Elba) and his swarming drones. 

While the Enterprise crew forges an 
alliance with feisty alien warrior Jaylah 


Bradley to evacuate the city. 

Ghostbusters affectionately harks 
back to the series’ glory days before 
the creative misstep of the 1989 
sequel. McCarthy and Wiig rekindle 
their Bridemaids on-screen chemistry, 
with colourful turns from McKinnon and 
Jones, and merciless self-mockery from 
Hemsworth. ★★★ 


(Sofia Boutella), Kirk holds firm to his 
moral compass, defiantly informing Krall 
that it’s “better to die saving lives than to 
live taking them”. 

Star Trek Beyond dodges the curse 
of misfiring odd-numbered films in the 
series, but the flaws are obvious. Pine, 
Quinto and co are solid in roles that lack 
dramatic meat and don’t progress the 
characters over two hours, and a flimsy, 
contrived plot resolves potential conflict 
with minimum blood, sweat and tears.

ICE AGE: COLLISION COURSE (U) 

THE film opens with Scrat inadvertently 
propelling a giant space rock towards 
the third rock from the sun. Back on terra 
firma, Manny the woolly mammoth (Ray 
Romano) has forgotten about his wedding 
anniversary and pretends fireworks in the 
sky - actually meteorite chunks entering 
the atmosphere - are a surprise for his 
wife Ellie (Queen Latifah). 

Wonderment turns to terror as molten 
missiles career into the earth. “Manny’s 
love is killing us!” screams one of the 
critters as everyone gallop into caves, 
cowering together for shelter. 

Once the deluge subsides, Manny 
and his pals Diego the sabre-toothed 
tiger (Denis Leary) and Sid the sloth 
(John Leguizamo) emerge to survey the 
devastation. 

One-eyed daredevil weasel Buck 
(Simon Pegg) discovers ancient runes 
that confirm a giant meteorite is heading 
for the planet. The animals, including

SUICIDE SQUAD (15) 

IT’S good to be bad - unspeakably 
bad - in David Ayer’s action-packed 
fantasy based on the anarchic DC 
Comics anti-heroes of the same 
name, which is poised to smash box 
office records on the other side of 
the Atlantic. 

Scheming US government agent 
Amanda Waller (Viola Davis) hatches 
a diabolical scheme to round 
up some of the most dangerous 
incarcerated criminals in the world 
and use them to carry out covert 
missions with a limited chance of 


success. 

Misfit members of Task Force X - 
or the Suicide Squad as it becomes 
known - will be kept in check with 
micro-bombs implanted in their 
necks. Anyone who defies authority 
or strays from the mission brief will 
be swiftly terminated. 

By completing their tasks, the 
group members can reduce their 
sentences. 

The squad thrives on violence 
and bloodshed and they rise to 
the challenge of unravelling a 
terrifying mystery centred on a 


possessed archaeologist called 
June Moone (Cara Delevingne), 
whose burgeoning powers threaten 
to reduce Gotham to rubble. 

Meanwhile, battle rages on 
the city streets between masked 
vigilante Batman (Ben Affleck) and 
demented supervillain The Joker 
(Jared Leto), who conducts his 
reign of terror flanked by 
trusty henchmen Jonny ^ 

Frost (Jim Parrack) 
and Monster T 
(Common).

THE SECRET LIFE OF PETS (U) 

KATIE (voiced by Ellie Kemper) lives in her 
Manhattan apartment with a mischievous 
terrier named Max (Louis CK). He is good 
friends with other domesticated animals 
and birds including a pampered Eskimo 
dog named Gidget (Jenny Slate), who 
is head over fluffy tail in love with Max. 

Max’s bond with Katie is threatened 
when his owner brings home a lolloping 
mongrel named Duke (Eric Stonestreet), 
who she has saved from the pound. 

Intense rivalry spills out on to the city 
streets where Max and Duke fall foul of a 
sphynx cat called Ozone (Steve Coogan) 
and are mistaken for strays by animal 
control officers. 

The Secret Life Of Pets is the 
brainchild of the makers of Despicable 
Me and Minions , and retains a similar 
visual style and family-friendly sense of 
humour.

ERIN Gilbert (Kristen Wiig) hopes to 
secure tenure at Columbia University, 
but her academic future is thrown into 
disarray when childhood friend Abby 
Yates (Melissa McCarthy) peddles copies 
of their long-forgotten 400-page tome, 
Ghosts From The Past: Both Literally & 
Figuratively. 

The two women are reunited in the lab 
where Erin conducts experiments with her 
madcap protegee, nuclear engineer Jillian 
Holtzmann (Kate McKinnon). A haunting 
at Aldridge Mansion gives the trio their first 
glimpse of the fight ahead, and soon after, 
ballsy subway worker Patty Tolan (Leslie 
Jones) joins the team, blessed with an 
encyclopaedic knowledge of Manhattan’s 
grim history.

legendary diamonds of Opar. 

A stand-off ensues and Jane is 
captured as tantalising bait. Faced with 
the prospect of losing his soulmate, John 
gathers together his animal friends and 
unleashes the primal warrior of the past.

Mark Taylor meets a 
Paralympic star with a bright 
future. 


T HE art of dribbling in football has 

transfixed sports fans for generations. 

Sir Stanley Matthews, George Best, 
Diego Maradona, Ryan Giggs and 
most recently Lionel Messi have 
mesmerised even the most casual of 
observers as they create magic with the 
ball at their feet. 

When the very best get in full flow 
they have the capacity to almost 
float towards and past opponents, 
leaving them rooted to the turf as 
a consequence of the spell they 
have just cast. 

It is a finesse that can have a 
hypnotic charm - the 
brilliance of which almost 
seems to come from a tactile 
relationship with the ball. 

In its very essence it is a 
natural connection, a feel 
and instinct that is 
honed, and it is a skill 
that has been mastered 
by Roy Turnham. 

He has the glide and 
weave and two-footed 
control at enthralling speed 
down to a fine art. 

Examples of his ability can be 
found on his Twitter feed - 
@RoyTurnhamMusic - or by 
searching his name in Google 
and hitting the video button. 

But do not let his Twitter handle 
mislead you, for while Roy may 
be a talented musician - a 
suggestion which is met by the 
response “how do you know, you 
haven’t heard me play” - he is 
also a member of the England 
blind football team. 

And in those internet clips, 

Roy, who was born blind with a 
genetic condition inherited from 
his mother, demonstrates the 
same skills as some of the more 
illustrious aforementioned 
players. 

“The main thing with us is 
because we have so much else 
to focus on, actually when I’m 
dribbling a football, when I’ve 
got it close to my feet, I’m not 
listening for where the ball 
is, I’m only listening for the 
ball when it’s not in my 
possession,” said Roy. 

“I’m relying on my touch, so 
the important thing is to get 
lots of little touches so that 
you’re always in contact and 
always knowing where the 
ball is. 

“If somebody closes 
you down very quickly, 
you’re in a good enough 
position to be able to 
manipulate that ball into 
the space because it’s close to 
your feet. 

“The best players in the world do that, they 
keep the ball very close. It’s really quick feet, 
really quick movement. 

“In training, quite often, I will get a 
standard football with no sound in (footballs 
in blind football have ball bearings in 
casings inside) and dribble with it, and I can 
dribble it comfortably. Obviously, if it goes 
out of my possession and rolls away I can’t 
find it! 

“But if I keep it close at my feet I can do all 
the same things that I would do with a ball 
with a sound in it because I’m training to 
use my hearing to focus on everything else

that’s going on 
around me.” 

Roy is a quietly-spoken 

Liverpudlian who moved 

to Cambridge last year 
after his girlfriend took up 
a job with Public Health 
England. 

When we met, he had just 
finished a tennis session 
with Vision4Growth at Hills 
Road Sports Centre, a further 
sign of the sporting skill-set 
of the 31-year-old. 

You see, Roy may now 
be representing 
England on the 
football pitch, but 
during his teenage 
years and into his 20s, 
he had a very different 
sporting passion. 

And that all stems from 
his upbringing. 

“Fortunately for me, I’ve never had my 
access to sporting opportunities denied or 
limited,” said Roy, whose brother and sister 
are also blind, with sister Lora a cyclist with 
Team GB. 

“My family were incredibly supportive 
when I was growing up. I learned to kick a 
football, hold a cricket bat when I was 4 
years old, the same sort of age as a sighted 
kid would learn to start playing sport. 

“Despite going through mainstream 
education, so just school mixed with kids 
with full sight, as long as I had adaptions put 
in place, like playing football with a ball 


with a sound in it, or whatever ball sport, I 
was able to participate with everybody else. 

“My parents were always very keen to make 
sure that nobody would be putting 
unnecessary barriers in my way. I’ve been 
very, very fortunate.” 

Roy also uses the phrase “lucky enough to 
have the choice” when it comes to choosing 
his sport, but choice is about ability, not 
luck. 

During his younger years, he was on a 
development contract with UK Athletics as a 
middle-distance and cross-country runner. 

He took part at junior international level, 

but was forced to reconsider his sporting 
options as the Beijing Paralympics 
. approached, when he was 21. 

After continuously breaking 
W down in training, he was 

diagnosed to have fallen arches in 
his feet - hypermobility - and required 
surgery, but after being funded for surgery 
and rehab, his contract was terminated. 

Roy sought to enjoy playing sport again, 
and it was around the same time that a 
national blind football league had been set 
up, so he started training with Everton and 
fell back in love with football. 

During his first season at Everton, Roy got 
word that the England coaches were 
interested in him and he got invited to 
training camps as the selectors were putting 
together a provisional squad for the 2012 
Paralympics. 

He went on to represent Team GB in the 
five-a-side football at the London 
Paralympics, although by that time he had 


joined Leicester as Everton were no longer 
able to fund a team in the league. 

But with only eight teams taking part in the 
Paralympics in Rio this year, GB were unable 
to make it through the difficult qualification 
process. 

It was while training with England that Roy 
put the finishing touches to his game, with 
expert coaching needed, especially for 
game-specific details. 

And among the key attributes required for 
blind football is communication. 

The goalkeepers are fully sighted, but 
cannot leave their 5m by 2m area, and they 
are only allowed to talk to players in the 
defensive third of the pitch. 

A coach on the side of the pitch is allowed 
to give information to players in the middle 
third of the pitch, and then there is a guide 
behind the opposition’s goal, who is allowed 
to provide communication in the attacking 
third of the pitch. 

“So the way the communication works is 
structured, and that stops too much of an 
overlap because if you’ve got too many 
voices shouting at once it just becomes 
chaos,” said Roy. 

Spatial awareness is also crucial, and the 
boards down each side of the pitch give an 
echo location so players can judge where 
they are by sensing those solid boards. 

And asked whether general football can 
learn lessons from the skills required in 
visually impaired football, Roy certainly 
believes so. 

“Hopefully, one day I’ll have children of my 
own, and whether they were blind or sighted, 
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I would be encouraging them to play futsal 
as children, if they were interested in 
playing football,” said Roy. 

“You know when you see the Brazilians 
and Spanish players who have this fantastic 
technique and the ability to operate in such 
tight spaces, they play a lot of futsal when 
they are growing up but they also transfer 
those techniques that they learn from 
playing the small-sided game into their 
11-a-side play as well. 

“It’s starting to become more popular now, 
futsal, but when I was growing up I hadn’t 
really heard of it. 

“I’ve done blind football workshops with 
sighted people and I always say I hope that if 
you’re footballers yourself then there might 
be some things that you learn through doing 
this that you can apply to your own football. 

“And communication is definitely one of 
those key points. They say it’s something 
that they don’t always think about.” 

Having talked all things sport with Roy, it 
was time to turn the conversation back to 
that Twitter handle, and music. 

“Before I got involved in athletics, music 
was definitely my first priority, it was my 
first love,” he said. “I didn’t realise that I was 
any good at sport, I just did it purely for 
fun.” 

He played clarinet and was in the 
Liverpool Youth Orchestra, and spent his 
teenage years playing drums in bands and 
singing. 

And since moving to Cambridge, Roy has 
joined a blues band in which he plays drums 
and sings. 


“We rehearse fairly regularly,” he added. 
“It’s great to have that hobby that I just 
purely do for enjoyment.” 

On that note, with Pudsey his guide dog 
just starting to snore during a long sleep, it 
was almost time to wrap up the interview. 

Maybe Pudsey was grateful for the much- 
deserved break, as Roy seems to have a 
hectic diary. 

Having been centrally contracted and full¬ 
time with England for more than two-and-a- 
half years, he has also set up a multi-sport 
club in Liverpool. 

And he is a ‘Sportivator’ for the Sport for 
Schools scheme, which is aimed at GB 
athletes running fitness circuits and 
inspiring youngsters, and on his profile page 
his motto is ‘if your dreams don’t scare you, 
they aren’t big enough’. 

So it seems fitting to ask Roy where his 
drive and inspiration comes from? 

“One of the things that has really helped 
me is that my access to sport was never 
limited,” he said. 

“Everything I chose to do, I was never 
denied the opportunity to do it. 

“My parents don’t mind what I do, as long 
as I’m busy. 

“It’s not the disability that makes you 
disabled, it’s the people around you if they 
don’t give you the support. 

“If you never have that ‘you can’t do this 
because you’re blind’, you bring in the rules 
that make things accessible for you.” 

He added: “It’s accepting the things you 
can’t do and then making the most of the 
things you can.”

C AR buyers are turning 
their backs on diesel 
powered cars in favour 
of petrol models according to 
new research by Whatcar.com. 

The changing mood among 
buyers is reflected in the latest 
What Car? Intelligence survey 
results, which indicate that 
more than seven in 10 would 
be likely or very likely to 
choose a petrol car, compared 
with the four in 10 who would 
consider buying a diesel. 

With engine performance 
and good fuel consumption 
being rated as the two most 
important factors for car 
buyers, the shift from diesel to 
petrol is more about running 
costs than concerns about the 
environment, following the 
diesel emissions scandal last 
year. 

In recent years, diesel 


car sales have matched or 
exceeded petrol sales; in 
2014 and 2015, diesel models 
represented 50.1 per cent and 
48.5 per cent market share 
respectively. 

More than 84 per cent 
of car buyers surveyed are 
also worried about possible 
legislation changes that may 
affect the cost of ownership of 
diesel cars in the future, such 
as the retail price, fuel duty 
and vehicle road tax. 

The research also shows 
hybrids and electric cars 
are even less tempting for 
prospective car buyers, with 
between 12 per cent and 32 
per cent of buyers considering 
diesel or petrol hybrid 
vehicles; more than 48 per 
cent of buyers would be very 
unlikely to consider an electric 
car, backing up the fact buyers 


are less concerned about 
being green. 

What Car ? editor, Steve 
Huntingford, said: "There 
appears to have been a 
dramatic shift in the petrol 
and diesel sales seesaw. In 
the 2000s, legislation changes 
resulted in a diesel boom but 
after last year's revelations and 
the emergence of extremely 
efficient downsized petrol 
engines, the tide has now 
turned. 

"Buyers appear not to 
be overly concerned about 
environmental factors. Car 
buying is usually determined 
by the financial aspects of 
the purchase; if buyers fear a 
diesel crackdown and petrol 
engines are cheaper to buy 
while being almost as efficient, 
it's easy to understand the 
changes taking place."
